Still unclaimed, the 16 “orphans 
of the storm” were being held in 
detention by the East Surreys last 
night. Both the Surreys and the 
détained men were reported to be 
growing tired of the game but there 
seems to be nothing that either 
side cou.d do about effecting a re- 
lease. The British military auth- 
Q.ities have decided to wait a few 
mcre days for the owners of the 
preen-uniformed “gunmen” to show 
vp before making arrangements to 
dispese of the case.
